WHY BANKS MUST | 

‘PREVENT LOANS FREEZING 


David Harum, that shrewd and 
| genefal old horse trader, said that all 
there was :in banking was lending your 
money and getting it back. In practice 
the first is easy;.the second comes, 
harder unless the borrower is both 
able and willing. He may be willing 
but there are physical limits to. his' 
ability, and unless he is willing it is 
usually possible to find a way to evade 
payment, in part at least. 

The essential point about a bank 
advance is that it is a.contract of which 
the bank fulfils its share when it ad- 
vances the maney and the borrower 
fulfils his when he pays the sum. agreed 
at the expiration of the term. This is 
true whether the advance is by direct! 
loan, or through the discounting of 
trade paper, and whether the advance 
on single transactions are. made under 
an authorized line of credit covering a 
definite period.. When a contract is 
entered into it may be assumed that all 
parties thereto. arey.willing and the 
main point to. be decided on by each of 
them is whether the, other parties will 
be able to carry out the terms. agreed 
on. This ability must be decided be- 
fore the contract is executed. A man 
building a house will not give the 
contract to one he thinks. may not be 
able to ‘complete the work, and to en- 
sure the fulfilment and to protect 


{himself in case ‘of accident, he always|’ 


stipulates that a certain, percentage of 
the money due under the contract 
shall not be payable until the work 
ris finally completed. This is the usual 
‘course and excites no fomment. It is 
only where a contract invoves the ad- 
| Vance and repayment of money that 
looose- terms are tolerated, and where 
efforts to enforce. terms which have 
been ‘agreed to, catse hostile criticism. 
_. Banker as a Merchant 

To avoil. this the banks endeavar to 
assure themselyes particularly of the 
ability of the borrower. to carry out 
his part of the contract. One reason 
of course, is to ensure the safety ‘of 
its loans, but the other, which is not 
as thoroughly appreciated, as it ob- 
tain. payment of its advances as arrang- 
led ie cannot adequately perform: the 
'duties to-the cofmmunity for which it 
‘ was organized, A bafk-does not create 
credit except temporarily and to a 
very limited. extent. It buys atid sells 
pery limited extn 

credit, buying credit when it takes de- 
posits, and selling it when it makes 
a loan or discounts a-note, and the 
same principles of merchandising: which 
govern the operations of a merchant 
govern the operations of a bank. Like 
\him it must buy before it can sell, and 
it must pay for what it buys on terms 
agreeable to those from whom it buys 
its depositors. Like the merchant, its 
sales. of credit depend on the amount 
of credit it can purchase, and its de-

bsoaits, therefore mark the limit of its’ 


resource. In order to make a profit, 
without ‘which it cannot remain in 
business, it, must keep its resources as 
fully employed as possiple, i e., its 
loans must be as large as its resources 
can stand. It cannot use all its re-

centage’ must he held, in cash, specie

Pre!mminary re- 
perts indicstc that the acreage ¢ in 
Wheat will be stightly itereuscd over 
that of act yeor, taking the province 
as a whole. The preliminary’ report of 
the census bureau of the dominion 
department places thé wheat acreage 
in Alberta at 5,879,800. acres, an jin- 
crease over last year's acreage of one 
and a half per cent. There has been a 
considerable increase in acreage of fod 
der crops, chiefly in the South,
